Moscow, Russia, October 283.—(/)— 
Leon Trotzky and Leon Kamineff 
were ousted today from the all-power- 
ful political bureau of the communist 
party. Gregory Zinovieff was ex- 
pelled from the third communist in- 
ternationale. 

This action was taken late tonight 
by the central executive committee and 
the central] controlling commission of 
the communist party, which thus dis- 
ciplined -«the three men for their fac- 
tional activities. 

They also strongly censured M. 
Piatakoff, vice president of the su 
preme council of national economy; 
M. Sokonikoff, former commissar of 
finance: M. Smilga, of the coal and 
bureau, and M. Evdokimoff, as

With these figures on his tab any 
one can fashion the outlook for dem- 
ocratic senate control after March 4 
of next year.

“If° Georgia waits on South Caro- 
fina, and Texas waits on Georgia, 
there will be delay,” Mr. Maddox said. 
“We appreciate the seriousness of the 
situation and are ready to provide the 
means for the orderly marketing of 
Georgia’s share of the crop. The re- 
mainder of the crop also must. be 
marketed in an orderly fashion if we 
are to get the results desired.” 

Mr. Meyer, at the general confer- 
ence held before noon and at the con- 
ference of the committee of bankers, 
urged definite action by the Georgia 
business men and bankers. 

“If you go ahead and organize your 
finance corporation to carry this sur- 
plus cotton for 20 months and if the 
other states follow this example, you 
will see an early increase of two or 
three cents a pound in the price of 
cotton,” he said.

Mr. Meyer said cooperative market- 
ing machinery in all the southern 
states should be used in marketing 
the cotton in an orderly manner but 
said the finance corporation was need- 
ed to handle the cotton taken off the 
market for 20 months.

All efforts are being turned to succor 
the injured and shelter the homeless. 

From the first early reports until 
the present the casualty lists have 
steadily mounted. The dead through- 
out the island are believed to number 
not less than 500, with a possibility 
that that figure will go much higher, 
with approximately 10,000 persons in- 
jured aad a majority of the people 
outside of Havana in need of assist- 
ance, 

The area of the storm at its worst 
was confined to Havana province and 
the western part of Mantanzas prov- 
ince, but both Santa Clara and Pinar 
Del Rio provinces were fn the path 
of the hurricane and suffered severely. 

200 Bodies in Harbor. 

More than 
to be lying in the waters of the harbor 
or floating out to sea. Twenty-eight 
already have been taken from Havana 
bay, but undoubtedly many are im- 
prisoned fa the ships sunk by the 
storm. 

Not a dock or wharf along the 
shores of the bay escaped serious dam- 
age. The only estimate officials were 
able to make was a vague statement 
that the loss would “run into many 
millions.” 

Messages of inquiry have poured 
into the American embassy from rela- 
tives of persons residing on the Isle 
of Pines, where 17 Americans and 
many natives perished. Up to this 
evening neither the embassy nor the 
consulate had received anything but 
the first official casualty list which 
is known to be incomplete. 

lL. P. Leffingwell, manager of «the 
Telephone company of the Isle of 
Pines, writes that the people of the 
island are determined to reconstruct 
their homes and replant their crops, 
most of them having been destroyed.

May Seck Fingerprints.

Six-Year Fight for Life 
of Men Accused of Mur- 
der Has Aroused Inter- 
national Interest. 

JUDGE RULES JURY 
PASSED ON GUILT 

Confession of Madeiros, 
Exonerating Two De- 
fendants, Declared 
Doubtful by Court. 


Dedham, Mass., October 23.—Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, con- 
victed murderers, whose six-year bat- 
tle for life has aroused international 
interest, today were denied a new trial 
by Judge Webster Thayer, of the 
Massachusetts superior court. Judge 
Thayer's findings were filed in Nor- 
folk superior court here. 

They again face execution in the 
electric chair as a result of their con- 
viction several years ago for a mur- 
der committed during a payroll] rob- 
bery. 

The motion for a new trial, the 
latest in a series of defense moves 
which had kept the case before the 
courts since 1920, wags based on a 
statement by Celestino Madeiros, of 
Seekonk, a condemned murderer. Ma- 
deiros said that he had been present 
when a shoe factory paymaster and 
guard were killed in a holdup in 
South Braintree—the crime for which 
Sacco and Vanzetti were convicted— 


and that neither of the defendants had 
a part in if. 

_ in his finding, Judge Thayer said 
in part: 

“It is not now a question of the 
guilt or innocence of these defendants, 
for that question has been determined 
by the jury in accordance with the 
law. The court has nothing to do, 
under the law, with the determina- 
tion of the guilt or innocence of these 
defendants, for that rests within the 
sole province of the jury. As far as 
this court is concerned, the only ques- 
tion involved is, whether or not the 
verdicts of the jury that have been 


| affirmed by the supreme judicial court 


of this commonwealth should be set 
aside on the confession of Madeiros. 
“In other words, this court must 
find that the defendants have estab- 
lished, by a fair preponderance of this 
evidence, the truthfulness of the 
Madeiros confession. But this court, 
if its natural feeling of humanity were 
stretched to the limit, cannot find as 
a fact that Madeiros told the truth. 
This being so, its duty is unmistakably 
plain. Therefore, this court, exercis- 
ing every authority vested in it by the 
law of this commonwealth, in the 
granting of motions for new trials on 
newly discovered evidence, denies these 
motions for new trials that are based 
upon the confession of Madeiros and

But improvement of 
heating methods without means to re- 
tain the heat is useless. It is one 
matter to heat a house and another to 
heat it at the lowest cost. A house 
that retains all the heat supplied by 
the furnace is the only kind that is 
heated economically. 


It has been estimated that in the 
ordinary frame or stone house without 


weather stripping on the windows 
from 20 to th. per cent. of the heat is 
lost. And 40 per ceat. added to the 
coal bill is no small tter. If 40 
per cefit. is taken from the heating 
bill, by proper wall and window insu- 
lation, that again is no mean saving.

Alexander Shows1¢i5 
Form in World Series

Way back in the fall of 1915 after the magnates had locked up their 
parks for the winter, the so-called experts, casting around for something 


to write about, 


got the idea that Grover Cleveland Alexander, of the 


Phillies, would have to be considered among the great hurlers of ‘all time. 
Alex had just finished his fifth season in the majors and the experts based 
their opinion on what he had done in that lapse of time. 


Little did the fellows who selected 
him for the mythical hall of fame at 
that early stage of his career dream 
that 11 years later 
the same Alex 
would be making 
their declaration 
ring doubly true 
by hurling two tri- 
umphs in a world’s 
series and saving a 
third 
mate who suddenly 
had fallen into evil 
wars,

When Alex, at the end of the 1915 
season, Was painted as one of the 
game’s pitching sensations he had five 
years of thrilling work to his credit. 
At that time with the Phillies he had 
compiled an amazing list of strikeouts, 
a staggering array of low hit games, 
and a record of wins and losses that 


few ever will equal. His greatest 
achievement was in 1915 when he hurl- 
ed 16 battles in which his opponents 
made four hits or less. Mathewson 
in 1908 pitched 15 such games. 

In the race of 1915, which was won 
by the Phillies, Alexander turned in 
his greatest year. He finished with 
SL victories against 10 defeats and 
also led the league in earned run ef- 
He fanned 241 batters 
that season, giving them 1,036 for five 
years, for an average of 2071-5 per 
season. In the same five years he 
pitehed 35 shutouts. Twelve of these 
were recorded in 1915 when he won 31 
games. 

Although 1915 was Alex’s greatest 


enough to let him attain the distinc- 
tion of a world’s champion. In the 
series of that fall he pitched the open- 
ing game and won over Boston with 
Ernie Shore pitching, by a score of 
>to 1. That was the only game won 
by the Phillies. Alex tried again in 
the third game and yielded only six 
hits but his. mates could make only 
three off “Dutch” Leonard and the 
Red Sox won by 2 to 1. 
Retains Perfect Control. 


In the recent downfall of the Yanks 
two runs were scored off Alex in the 
first game he pitched against them. 
He allowed the same number when he 
beat them the second time. None was 
scored when he went in with the bases 
filled and two.out in the seventh 
inning of the final game.

The Prohibition Status 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 


Washington, October* 23.—(Special 
Correspondent.)—The aim of this ar- 


ticle is to state, as compactly as »os- 
sible, the present 
status of prohibi- 
tion, and the more 
important of the 
changes proposed 
in the present cam- 
paign. 


The essential 
words of the 18th 
amendment of the 
national constitu- 
tion read: 

“. .. The mann- 
facture, sale, or 
transportation of 
intoxicating liquors 
within [and] the 

| importation thereof 

: ee & 6 ot Cae 
United States . . . fer beverage pur- 
poses, is hereby forbidden.” 

As tothe binding validity of this 
mandate nobody now raises amy ques- 
tion. In 1920, soon after the amend- 
ment was adopted, some brewers and 


distillers, together with two states, 
New Jersey and Rhode Island, at- 
tacked its constitutionality. One of 
the counsel attacking it was Klihu 
Root. The supreme court handed down 
a decision saying, among other things, 
that the amendment “is operative 
throughout the entire territorial lim- 
its of the United States, binds the 
legislative bodies, courts, public offi- 
cers and individuals within those 
limits, and of its own force, invali- 
dates every legislative act, whether by 
congress, state legislature, or by a 
territorial assembly which authorizes 
or sanctions” what the amendment 
prohibits. 


That is the present status of pro- 
hibition. 


-__———— 


The question is, can this status be 
reversed or modified; and if so, how? 
The most obvious means is by re- 
pealing the 1Sth amendment. The 


18th amendment can be repealed by 
the same process by which it was 
passed, namely: First, two-thirds of 
the senate and two-thirds of the house 
second, three- 
acting state by 


fourths of the states,

Substantially everybody admits that 
this process is impracticable now or 
at an: time in the foreseeable future. 
In the present congress about 70 per 
cent of the members of each house 
a.e in favo~ of the prohibition amend- 
ment. I do not know any “wet,” how- 
ever strong his conviction, however 
ardent his wish. who believes there 
will ever be, within the foreseeable 
future, a congress that in both houses 
is two-thirds opposed to the prohibi- 
tion amendment. : 

Therefore let us dismiss that. 


Ther. is a second way of repealing 
18th amendment. The constitu- 
tion provides that 

“Congresa ... on the application

We have never had a constiiutional 
convention since the original one that 
wro'e the constitution, All the 19 
amendments so far made have been

above. But clearly we can have a 
constitutional convention if two-thirds 
of the states ask for one. we 
should have one, it would be an event 
of unique and transcending impor- 
tunce jin our history. 

And apparently, without anybody 
notici: - almost two-thirds of the 
states bave asked for one. For this 
information I am indebted to Louis A. 
Cuvillier. Mr. Cuvillier is a Tammany 
democratic member of the New York 
state legislature, perhaps the most 
belligerent of the very belligerent wet 
democratic organizations of New York. 
He writes me on a unique letterhead. 
It bears the slogan, “dont break 
laws—change “em.” 

Mr. Cuvillier wants a constitutional 
convention. He wants it for the pur- 
pose not merely of repealing the 18th

Sot there is a fatal weakness in Mr. 
Cyvillier’s argument. All the states in

stitutional convention, did so about 
2) years ago—and with purposes hav- 
ing nothin; to do with repeal of 
prohibition. 

Plainly those old requests were pot 
made with a view fo repealing the 
prohibition amendment, because the 
prohibition amendment did not come 
until 1919. Probably several of these 
requests were for the purpose, not of 
repealing the prohibition amendment, 
but of enacting it. Probably some were 
for the purpose of bringing about na 
tional woman suffrage or the direct 
election of senators, both of which 
have since come in another way. 

If Mr. Cuvillitr and his associates 
should undertake to use these old re- 
quests, made for a different purpose, 
as a way of repealing the prohibition 
it is certain many of these 


states would promptly rescind their 
requests. Several of the states in the 
list are strongly in favor of prohibi- 
tion, Arkansas, for example, and 
Idaho, Kansas, Nebreska, North Caro- 
lina.

the presence of those words in the 
fundamental law of the nation. 

Let us examine some things claimed 
to be possible. 


What I have quoted from the 18th 
amendment is the first section. There 


is a second section. This second sec- 
tion offers the wets some hope, or at 
leat some grounds, for an argument. 
The second sectiou reads: 


“The congress and the several states 
shall have concurrent power to enforce 
this article by appropriate legislation.” 

Just what does that mean? Particu- 
larly, what does the word “concur- 
rent” mean? 

The constitution says: “Shall have 
power to enforce.” Does this mean 
“shall enforce?” Does it mean that 
the “power” to enforce is inseparable 
from the “duty” to enforce? 

Does the passage quoted above mean 
that congress “shall” pass legislati - 
necessary to provide penalties for 
violating the amendment? Or doe- it 
mean that congress “may” pass the 
legislation, or refrain from passing 
it, at will? Does it mean that each 
state “shall” pass enforcement legis- 
lation? Or does it mean that each 
state “may” pass enforcement legis- 
lation, or refrain from passing it. 


Under the section just quoted, would 
it be legal or practicable for congress 


to enforce, while the states refrain 
from enforcing? Vice versa, would it 
be possible for the states to do all the 
enforcing. while congress retires from 
enforcing? Would it be possible for 
congress and the states to divide en- 
forcement between ‘them—congre-., 
for example, handling manufacture and 
importation, while the states handle 
retail selling? 

In the field covered by these quer- 
tions there is much dispute, It is in 
this field that most of the proposed 
referendums figure, 

Actually, so far, the word “concur- 


rent” has been interpreted almost uni- 
versally, though not quite, as meaning 
that both congress and also the states 


are meant to pass appropriate legisla- 
tion to enforce the prohibition amend- 
ment. Congre passed an enforce- 
ment act. (je Volstead act. All the 
States passed similar acts except 
Maryland. Later New York repealed 
its enforcement act. As of today. all 
the states except Maryland and New 
York have state enforcement acts. 

William G. McAdoo says the failure 
of these two states to enforce prohi- 
bition is “nullification.” He hints that 
in effect it approaches rebellion. Sen- 
ator Borah also holds that the failure 
of these two states tends toward nul- 
lification. Some other lawyers hold 
the other way. 


Let us turn now to the enforcement 
act that congress passed, the Volstead 


act. The essential phrase of the Vol- 
stead act forbids beverages “contain- 
ing one-half of one per centum or 
more of alcohol.” 

It has been seen above that che con- 
slilution merely bars “intoxicating 
liquors.” The Volstead act substi- 
tutes the phrase “one-half of one per 
cent’ in place of the word “intoxi- 
cating.” 

Clearly, here is a chance to make a 
change and still keep within the con- 
stitution. Several such changes have 
been proposed. Congressman Vare, of 
Pennsylvania (now running for sena- 
tor), proposes to make one concrete 
change. He would keep the Volstead 
act, but would alter the words “one- 
half of one per cent” to read “two 
and three-quarters per cent.” This, 
he says, would permit ordinary beer. 

Another proposed modification fre 
quertly figuring in this campaign is 
to change the words “one-half of one 
per cent’ to the words “not intoxicat- 
ing in fact.” This change, also, would 
clearly | be within the constitution. 
The objections made by those who op- 
pose this particular change have to 
do with its practicability. They say 
it is necessary to have a definite, uni- 
form standard expressed in terms of 
a fixed percentage. Otherwise, they 
say, there would be a chaos of varying 
interpretations by the courts as to 
just What degree of alcohol is “‘not 
intoxicating, in foct.” 


The most important of the state ref- 
erendums is the New York one. The 
New York referendum would make 


| one of the changes already described : 


it would introduce the phrase “not in 
fact intoxicating.” But the New York 
referendum would do something else— 
something fundamental about which 
there is violent dispute. 

In the New York referendum the 
voters are asked to vote “Yes” or 
“No” on the following question, which 
will be printed on the ballots: 

“Should the congress of the United 
States modify the federal act to en- 
force the eighteent’ amendment so 
that the same shall not prohibit the 
miaunutactiure, sale, transportation, im- 
portation or exportation of beverages 


) which are vot in fact intoxicating. as 


; 


determined in accordance with the 
laws of the respective states?” 
To understand this proposal, divide 


it in two parts: The first 37 words 
(counting “United States” as one 
word); and the last eleven words. 

The first 37 words are merely a 
proposal to change the Volstead act. 
Everybody admits that is possible and 
practicable—though there is violent 
difference about whether it is desir- 
able. 

But read once more the last 11 


words: “as determined in accordance 
with the laws of the respective states.” 

Those are the words which particu- 
larl yexcite the drys, and excite also 
a good many people who are not much 
interested in probibition but are very 
much concerned about the constitution 
and about respect for it and enforce- 
ment of it. 

Do these words mean that New 
York proposes that there shall be no 
enforcement of the prohibition amend- 
ment in a national sense, that con- 
gress shall quit the work of enforce- 
ment and leave it all to the states, 
each state according to its own ineli- | 
nation? 

Is it practicable for New York to 
have one‘law forbidding. let us say, 
5 per cent. while Vennsylvania has a 
different law forbidding only 3 per 
cent, and some other state, such as 
Maryland, has no enforcement law 
whatever? 

Is the constitution uniform ani 
identical in all states, or can each 
state make a different interpreta- 
tion? 

In short, the New York referendum 
proposes two things. The first is mere 
modification of the Volstead act so as 
to read “not intoxicating in fact.” But 
the second implies a fundamental 
change in the c stitution. This 
change would affect the whole consti- 
tution. It would make the constitu- 
tion a looser, more elastic document. 

All the others of the eight refer- 
endums to be voted on in various 
states fall into two classifications: 
First. those which merely propose 
modification of the Volstead act; see

Social Service 
Rapidly Improving. 


On no department of church work 
has there been so great a change in 
the past two years as in social sery- 
ice. The church and social workers 
coming together in their thinking 
as they are beginning to realize that 
religion and social service go hand 
in hand, the latter inspired by and re- 
ceiving power from the former. 

On relief work, the women are 
stressing prevention rather than tem- 
porary relief in the way of money, food 
and clothes, through this kind of serv- 
ice it will always be necessary in 
some cases. We are working to im- 
prove living conditions for all people 
so that few will le on the line of 
want. ConstructWe work is our aim. 
To this end, cogperation with other 
denominations jfand other agencies 
working for the/good of humanity has 
been most helyful, strengthening the 
forces for goog as well as preventing 
unnecessary over-lapping. 

Because of the increased interest 
of women in legislative matters, Geor- 
gin has made a step forward in re- 
gard to child labor; prohibition is 
strengthened; candidates are made to 
feel that they must declare themselves 
on all moral issues. Women visit 
our courts, particularly the juvenile 
court, and use their influence on the 
side of justice and human kindness. 

The Georgia committee on inter- 
racial cooperation has done a great 
work in bringing about a more friend- 
ly spirit between the races. ‘bhe race 
relations committees in the missionary 
societies have aided in this work, which 
has resulted in more interest in homes 
and scheols for colored people and 
a decrease in the number of lynehings 
in Georgia. Generally speaking, much 
race prejudice has been broken down 
and a more sympathetic ‘understand- 
ing established between races in our 
state. 

I am convinced that our women are 
understanding more clearly than ever 
before what it means to practice the 
principles of Jesus Christ in their 
daily living, in dealing with their fel- 
low men, thus helping to bring His 
kingdom “on earth as it is in heaven.”

OW a murderer, paralyzed 
with fear, can so bungle the 
business of eliminating the 
traces of his crime as to 
make the trail almost unmis- 
takable was strikingly illus- 
trated in the case of Dr. David L. 
Marshall. Dr. Marshall was an ama- 
teur at murder. He had never been 
in that most terrible of predicaments 
before. The result was that his brain 
was stupefied by terror, and every- 
thing he did to save himself only car- 
tied him into deeper morasses of 
guilt. 

The seeds of this murder were 
sown when Marshall found himself 
involved in a secret love affair with a 
pretty milliner, Anna May Dietrich.

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| Where First Paper Was Made For The Constitution ff 


ESTLING in trees, on the 

banks of Soap Creek, just a 
few miles from Marietta, 
Georgia, stand the ruins of 
one of the oldest paper mills 
in the south. The founda- 
tion of the power dam still exists as 
well as an old covered wooden 
bridge, built with wooden pegs for 
nails. Just when the mill was built 
is uncertain for when General Sher- 
man made his famous march to the 
sea he burned all the records of Cobb 
county as well as the paper mill it- 
However the United States cen- 
sus Of 1850 showed that this was one 
of two mills operating in Georgia 
and a letter written by a Georgia man 
in 1846 stated there were no paper 
mills tn Georgia, so that this would 
indicate that it was built shortly be- 
fore 1850. 


Hon. J. M. Stone, of Marietta, 
states he went out to the mill as a 
boy in 1859 and watched them make 
paper at that time out of old rags, 
cotton and old paper. During the 
war the mill ran at full capacity, op- 
erated by James Byrd, an uncle of 
William S. Whiteman, who owned a 
paper mill in Tennessee which made 
most of the paper used in the Con- 
federate money and bonds. As no 
felts or wires were made in the south, 
these were smuggled through the 


Ruins. Still Standing in Cobb County of One of the 
Oldest Paper Mills in the South—First Build- 
ings Destroyed By Sherman.

When General Sherman arrived from 
Chattanooga on his way to Atlanta, 
he burned the mill, stating that it was 
too important to be left to run. 


The mill was rebuilt shortly and 
passed into the hands of Saxon An- 
derson, of Marietta. He improved 
the mill, built a pulp mill on the op- 
posite side of the creek. This was 
the beginning of the Marietta Pulp 
company. About 1895 the same 
company bought an old mill building 
in Marietta and converted it into a 
mill for making paper. 

This mill is reported to have made 
the first paper used in printing The 
Atlanta Constitution, also the Marietta 


Record. The paper was used ex- 
tensively. 
Mr. Anderson was using field pine 


in making his paper and while the 
paper was not as white as that made 


out of spruce, yet he was the fore- 
runner in the paper industry in using 


Georgia pine for making paper. In 


‘the early part of this century, the mill 


was unable to compete with the mills 
in other parts of the country and has 


finally been abandoned. 


Un on Soap Creek. however, a few 
miles before it empties into the Chat- 
tanoochee, still stand the foundations 
of the old original mill, as a monu- 
ment to the first papermakers in 
Cre mrerla.

In the Gallery of The Hague hangs the ‘Anatomy Lesson,’’ the 
first of the many fine portraits painted by Rembrandt. In the vear 
1632, (one hundred. years before Washington’s birth), it was considered 
unethical for surgeons to stoop to the practice of advertising their 
ability, but even the medical profession is not entirely divested of 
radical ideas. Dr. Nicholas Tulp was confronted with a serious problem 
—competition was weaning business from him—he must get it back. 
As he sat lamenting the decrease in his earnings an idea came to him. 
Without delay, he hurried to the studio of Rembrandt, a promising 
voung artist, and presented his plan. 


“You are young, Rembrandt, you have talent,” the doctor hesi- 
tated—the right words were needed, for cajolery is an art in itself, then. 
he continued, “If you would paint a portrait of me standing behind an 
operating table demonstrating to other doctors how to properly dissect 
a corpse, your reputation would be made.”” The subtlety of the doc- 
tor’s idea is shown in the fact that the doctors grouped about him were 
the ones that were taking his patients away from him. 


When the painting was finished it served a two-fold purpose. So 
enthusiastically was it received that the doctor was referred to as the 
“rreat anatomist.”’ and the painting virtually made Rembrandt. Thus 
does it come about that a boy artist, twenty-six years old, preserves the 
name of a mediocre surgeon, while really great doctors fade into 
forgetfulness. The-moral of which is, if you wish to have posterity 
remember you, have your portrait painted by Rembrandt. 


In the lives of painters there are years of famine and years of 
plenty. After finishing the “Anatomy Lesson,” Rembrandt married 
Saskia. Good, kind and gentle wife she was, bringing him love and 
happiness and contentment. ‘Times were prosperous for him, nobility 
beat a path to his studio, and privileged, indeed, were those who re- 
ceived\ appointments with the great painter. The extravagant Rem- 
brandt lavished a fortune on Saskia, knowing not what the morrow 
held in store for him. It is hard to figure times will be other than good 
when prosperity reigns supreme, and a reference to “‘rainy days’’ bestirs 
discordant thoughts. 

Eight years later, years that knew no pain, when he finished his 
greatest masterpiece, ““The Night Watch,’’ Saskia died, and died too the 
spirit of the artist. Happiness is not enduring. Into every life must 
come sorrow—without it happiness would be unappreciated. The bliss 
Rembrandt knew turned to grief, triumph to defeat, joy to sadness and 
the sunshine of life was eclipsed by the clouds of despajr.

This picture is more of a poster than a picture, But 
posters have their values too and if I tried to add more lines 
and make it more complicated, I would achieve nothing that 
would really contribute to the success of the work. 


Try to do something different this time. 


First of all make the river a dark blue.

T is a long cry from a ‘‘menhir”’ erect- 
ed by people of the late stone age and 
the ‘‘totem pole” that stands silent 
and deserted on some island of the 
distant Polynesian seas to the monu- 
ment that our people have erected in 

memory of the man who bore the brunt of the 

great upheaval which is known as the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 


But Solomon was right. There is very lit- 
tle that is new under the sun. And the soli- 
tary shaft along the banks of the Potomac is 
really a first cousin to the monoliths of the 
South Sea islands and to the ‘‘menhirs”’ of cen- 
tral Europe and the beautifully engraved gran- 
ite obelisks of the ancient valley of the Nile. 


I mention this point not only because ] am 
supposed to tell you something about monu- 
ments but also because it will draw your at- 
tention to certain universal traits in the human 
race. 


Strictly speaking, monuments are in the 
domain of the architect and | am only an his- 
torian. New history will not teach you any- 
thing practical in the usual sense of that drab 
word. But it will give you a “point of view.” 
*® will show you that nothing started quite by 
and of and for itself; that everything grows out 
of something else and gradually history will be- 
stow upon you an agreeable feeling of one-ness 
with the entire world and the inhabitants 
thereof. 

And hereafter when you see the Washing- 
fon monument which is so much higher than 
any “‘menhir’’ or “totem pole” and cost so 


much more money and was built with so much 
more care you will be able to regard it not only 
as a sepulchral monument in honor of one of 


the greatest men our country has thus far pro- he 


duced but also as a sort of general rallying 
point or ‘‘standard” for all those who consider 
themselves “Americans” in the best sense of 
that oft misused word. 


As for the monument itself, it has had a 
varied history. Originally it was meant to be 
something much simpler. Even so the ambi- 
tions of the builders carried them away until 
they found themselves entirely out of funds and 
had to appeal to congress for relief. As a re- 
sult the work stood still from 1855 to 1877 
(it had been begun in 1848) and the obelisk 
was not finished until the year 1884. 


It cost a lot of money but I don’t know off 
hand just how much.and I don’t care to bother 
about looking it up. For works of art can 
never be expressed in mere dollars and cents. 
A thing may cost a nickle and have certain 
qualities of beauty and it may cost a million 
and be ugly as the devil himself. And so 1 
will forget about the expense and state that as 
such huge thing go, this shaft of white Mary- 
land marble is not only one of the highest bits 
of masonry to be found anywhere but also one 
of the most successful. For it represents in its 
simple form the character of the man in whose 
honor it was erected. And, furthermore, it 
seems to be almost as lonely as the Squire of 
Mount Vernon, whose light shone far and 
bright and who did not have a dozen men
